This vital proposition may be 
stated In term* of food by saying 
that fertUe eggs—those laid by hens 
after contact with a male bird—are 
not fit for human consumption un­ 
der normal condition*, that only 
infertile eggs-those lafcl by hens 
free from contact with roosters— 
should be produced abd sold for 
food. 
Why is this matter so important? 
la not the keeping of male bird* a 
common practice and quite insigni­ 
ficant as a factor of flock manage­ 
ment? 
Farmers lose several million dol-1 
lars annuaUy through the indefen­ 
sible practice of producing fertile 
eggs for market or home consump­ 
tion In other words, keeping roost­ 
ers with laying hen* when eggs are 
not used for hatching is a costly 
blunder and cuts heavily into farm 
incomes as well as the financial 
and nutritional interests of con­ 
sumers. 
The reasons are simple. An in­ 
fertile egg will not spoil in the 
ordinary sense of the term After 
4i hours in a temperature of 103 
degree* it retain* all Its food value 
and most of it* maximum flavor, 
and even after a week in this tem 
perature it is still usable for cooking 
roles, On the other hand, a fertile 
egg begins to develop its germ in 
24 hours of subjection to a 103-de­ 
gree temperature, and at the end of 
36 hour* it reveals a blood ring and 
it is then wholly unfit for food.

JOHNK. TENER CHITWOOD WINS 
DIES ON SUNDAY i 
EX-GOVERNOR 


Plttobwfti, May JU (0V--Pennsyl­ 
vania lost a former governor and 
the sports world lost one of its 
colorful figures in the death of John 
Kin ley Tener yesterday. 
The 82-year-old Tener had fought 
off three critical attacks of pneu­ 
monia in recent years. But he suf­ 
fered a heart attack at his home on 
May I, and his condition grew stead­ 
ily worse Few people knew of his 
Illness.

Tener wa* Governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania from 1811 to 1915 and presi­ 
dent of the National baseball league 
from 1913 to 1918, He also played 
with the Chicago Nationals from 
1888 to 1890. achieving considerable 
success aft a pitcher. 
Only Three Ex-Govenmra 
At Harrisburg Governor Edward 
Martin addressed the following let­ 
ter to Alex C. Tener, a nephew, of 
Sewickley: 
“Very greatly shocked upon re­ 
ceiving the new* of the passing of 
my long time and close personal 
friend, Governor Tener His adm in­ 
istration as governor was marked by 
the enactment of some of the moat 
Important legislation in the history 
of the Commonwealth. 
"We have all lost a dear friend 
and a great American.” 
M artin’s office announced th at the 
State’s flags would be flown at half 
staff for a period of thirty days In 
memory of the late executive. 
Tener’s death leaves only three 
former 
Pennsylvania 
Governors 
alive—Gifford Plnchot. George H. 
Earle and Arthur H. James. 
As an Irish immigrant boy. Tener 
had two burning passions—politics 
and baseball. He stayed with the 
Chicago club for two seasons and 
then. left U n game. (pf business be­ 
cause os he once said "It never oc- 
cured to me to - m ake baseball a 
career.” 
He worked up from cashier to
